The animal spring boom in foundlings has 


fairly set in. The babies eomo with the flow- 
era and the robins; in April and May the 
police pick up twice as many in tho streets as 
in any other month in the year except July. 
All told, there are not so many of them now as 
a few years ago, in the hard times following 
ths paiucj, when the geuoroqs basket set.out 
ulghtly at the door of the foundling asylum 
wae found so oftaj-ciowiled «'th regular little 
families of youngsters that the good sisters 
were forced to take it in in self-defense. Yet 
there are enough. The returns of Matron 
Webb, their guardian at headquarters, show 
that she sent 1:54 waifs to the nursery OH Ran- 
dall's Island last year, aud thiity so far this 
j ear, to take their chances there in a light for 
life that was begun in the gutter, and in all 
human probability will aoon be ended in the 
Potter's"Field. At the best their chances are 
of the slimmest. It is not to bB doubted that 
many of them are put m the street to die »nd 
save tho expenses of a funeral. 


It is a curious fact that fully seventy per 


cent, of the foundlings are boys, and that just 
twice as many are fouud on the cast side of the 
city as west of Broadway. Of the latter fact 
there is, in the opinion of Matron Webb, a, rea- 
sonable etplanation. A large proportion of the 
unfoi tunate mothers have been cared for in the 
Charity Hospital ou Elackwoll's island. 
At 


the eufl of two weeks they are shipped back to 
tho city -with their baoios, and, homeless, 
fiieudlens, pounileas, choose ratier to throw 
their onapring ou the mercy of the world at 
once than see it starve before their eyes. Most 
of the foundlings certainly are from two to 
three weeks old. Who shall Judge harshly the 
mother who casts her child from her boeomr 
Who shall know what heart-strings were ann- 
dei ed then'' Now and then one can hear them 
vibrate vet m the despairing wail, scratched on 
a piece' of soiled paper: Take care of my 
child forOod'ssake! I cannot," More briefly, 
but not less eloquently, the moaaage written 
with a trembling hand: -The child is christened 
it's name is 
; God reward you." Most 


freuueutly there is 110 message; but rarely, 
however "poor the rags iu winch the waif is 
wrapped, are all Big"8 missing of a tender 
hand, a mother's cate. 
. 
Tlie talk about richly dressed infante of 


nealthy patents turning up iu the street is all 
twaddle. None ever do. Money can buy shel- 
ter for babies as well aa for their pareuta. Not 
one waif was ever found with any trinket of 
value upon it; Home cheap tawdry laco and a 
[•loan gown worth perhaps half a dollar passes 
\\iththo policeman for.'-flnerji," and so gets 
into tho panel's. Csually the nest u made in 
nil old basket that ia cariicd undercover of the 
<Url;ness, ou pretence of going to the grocer's. 
Sometimes tlie foundling is -bundled up in a 
shawl or a roll of newspapers. One was fouud 
in a litllo coffin with holes bored in the hd for 
the air to outer through. The coffin is still at 
Matron Webb's; the child has perhaps long 
been the tenant of another. It received its 
number apcl went the way they all go, through

complacency of* yonng fool more completely 
disturbed.

Al- 
though possessed of a countenance so fero- 
cious in appearance, compared with which tlie 
•vicious bull-terrier appears placid and benign, 
the pug is tho most harmless of creatures 
Pugnacity ia an unknown quantity in the com- 
position of a pug.

students find them planted in the seminary 
grounds at Twentieth street and Ninth avenue. 
In tho vestibules of rich people's houses they 
are left by preference. 
Steamers, railroad 


ears, stagee, and ferry boats send their contri- 
butions. 
Every now and then some good na- 
tured person consents iu the street to hold a 
child for a stranger while she "runs an errand" 
and waits in vain for her return. The child is 
handed over to the police. By centrist there 
are children that are put away to die. A splen- 
did flve-months-old boy w»s dug out of an ash 
ban-el on One Hundred and Fifth street at 10 
o'clock at night, half choked by rubbish. Hia 
veils were heard by a passing woman. One 
was loft on the railroad track in the Vesey 
street arch on a dark night aud escaped being 
trampled to death by little short of a miracle. 
The exposure and cold suffered by the little 
ones is often enough to kill a strong man, yet 
thev como out of it unscathed. 


A new-boru baby that was found wrapped in 
a newspaper under the stoop of the Demilt 
dispensary on a morning when the gutters 
were frozen, when washed and warmed at Mrs. 
Webb's, got as bright as a dollar and fed ftom 
its bottle like a trooper. 
One that was found 
in a muddy lot uptown where tho mother, a 
servant in a* physician's family, had thrown it 
over the back fence, had to be scrubbed with a 
In UMh in order to clean it, hot lived aud grew 
a-i strong as » yonng horse. Bnt the cases of 
this kind are far outnumbered by the many 
that gathered from the streets more than half 
dead from hunger and cold, live only to ac- 
quire a brief official existence on the books of 
the Department of Ohaiitieaaud Correction. 


Every forenoon at 10 o'clock the boat takes 


up to Randall's island ita cargo of foundling 
babies. Thither, too, are sent the childless 
ntotliers who come to Mrs. Webb to adopt 
some one to love and live for. They are rarely 
of the rich. Generally they belong to Iho 
well-to-do middle clan". 
On tho island they 


find enough to choose among, and, when their 
responsibility is guaranteed, are allowed to 
take their pick.

It is 
claimed that it was passed in the interest 
of a few wealthy men who want to ran 
saloons here and who wish to have a 
monopoly of the trade."
